THE SENATE DECLINES TO CON­ 
FIE M HALSTEAD. 


Senators Sensitive to His Pen 
Thrusts—The Chinese Case 
Fully Argued—Etc.

THE CHAE CHANG PING CASE. 
A ll the California A ttorney, M ake Argu­ 
m ents Thereon. 
W ashin gto n. March 28th.—When the 
Supreme Court met to-day it ivas observed 
there had been a rearrangement of the Jus­ 
tices’ seats. Gray and Lamar occupied the 
seats formerly filled by Blatcbford and 
Bradley at the north end of the Bench. 
The last-named Justices were assigned 
seats at the south end of the Bench. Brad­ 
ley was absent. Seated at the tables facing 
the Court were Attorney-General Johnson, 
and Messrs. White, Swift and Solicitor- 
General Jenks, of counsel for the Govern­ 
ment in the Chae Chang Ping case. Op­ 
posite them sat ex-Governor Hoadly of 
Ohio and James C. Carter of New York, of 
counsel for Chae Chang Ping. 
As soon as the crier had declared the 
Court in session, several motions were 
made to admit lawyers to practice before 
the Court, and on motion Mr. Swift and 
Stephen M. While were admitted and took 
the oath. 
Solicitor-General Jenks introduced Mr. 
Swift to Mr. Hoadly and Mr. Carter. 
The Chief Justice called the case of Chae 
Chang Ping, and the Solicitor-General 
moved that the time of argument be ex­ 
tended from two hours on each side to 
three hc-urs, and that the Goverment be al­ 
lowed three representatives instep.d of two. 
He said he made this motion because the 
State of California, having very great inter­ 
est in the case, bad sent three representa­ 
tives to Washington to assist the Attorney- 
General in his argument of the case. 
After a brief consultaron, the Chief Jus­ 
tice said the Court would grant the rr quest 
that three representatives be allowed to ap­ 
pear, but would hold under advisement the 
request for au extension of time. 
Mr. Hoadly began his argument for the 
appellee, preceding his address by paying a 
short tribute to the memory of the late 
Justice Matthews. He prefaced his argu­ 
ment by stating the facts relative to Ping’s 
arrival in this country, his departure and 
subsequent attempt to return, as recited in 
his brief, which has been published. 
Mr. Hoadly spoke for one hour and 
twenty minutes, and was followed bv At­ 
torney-General Johnson. Mr. Hoadly’s 
argument did not appear to make much of 
an impression upon the Court, as the ques­ 
tions asked of him by the Justices indica­ 
ted that they did r.ot agree with his con­ 
struction of the law. 
Mr. Johnson’s argument was confined to 
the points raised in his brief. 
At the close of Mr. Johnson’s argument 
Mr. White addressed the Court. He spoke 
for twenty-five minutes and made a forci­ 
ble presentation of the Government’s case. 
His argument was based upon the points 
contained in the joint brief filed by him­ 
self and Mr. Swift and already published. 
Mr. Swift had not intended to address 
the Court, but at the conclusion of White's 
argument he asked, inasmuch as his col­ 
league had not consumed all the time allot­ 
ted to him. that he be allowed to make a 
few remarks, and permission was accorded 
him.Solicitor-General Jenks then addressed 
the Court on the basis of the argument in 
his brief. 
At the conclusion of Solicitor-General 
Jenks’ argument, Mr. Swift spoke for five 
minutes. He said the only question at issue 
was as to the absolute sovereignty of the 
United States in its dealings with other na­ 
tions, and the Supreme Court, he said, had 
decided cases aualagous to this over and 
«¡ver again. He spoke of the deep interest 
California felt in the case and briefly set 
forth the points of the Government s case. 
Mr. Carter of counsel for Chae Chang 
Ping closed the arguments, speaking in the 
line of the brief prepared jointly by Gov­ 
ernor Hoadlv and himself. 


LAND COMMISSIONER. 
Senator Jon ei M aking a Strong Fight for 
W ren’s A ppointm ent. 
W ashin gto n, March 28th.—The Nevada 
and California Senators think there is still 
a good chance to secure the appointment of 
Wren of Nevada as Commissioner of the 
Land Office. Senator Jones of Nevada had 
a frank talk with the President recently on 
the subject of the Pacific coast’s interest in 
the ullotment of offices. He said that it 
was a great mistake to think that the coast 
people would be satisfied by the selection 
of one or two men to represent this coun­ 
try in foreign missions. He said the peo­ 
ple ot the coast had a right to expect to be 
recognized in the filling of executive offices, 
particularly those in which their interests 
are most vitally concerned, and if they were 
ignored in this regard it was safe to assume 
that the Republican party in California, 
Oregon and Nevada would be the sufferer. 
Senator Teller, who is supporting ex­ 
Senator Chilcott for Land Commissioner, 
says that Wren’s weakness lays in the fact 
that he is the attorney of mining corpora­ 
tions against whom suits for fraudulent 
timber-cutting, aggregating twelve mill­ 
ions, are pending in the Mineral Depart­ 
ment. 
Jones says this fact should not really 
effect Wren, as the suits should never have 
been brought, as the Senate Committee on 
Mines and Mining lias reported 
Mr. 
Wren would resign his position as counsel 
immediately upon his appointment, and 
no one doubts his absolute integrity and 
his freedom from corporation influences.

imestieation of the election of Senator 
Fayne of Obto, Halstead, whose paper (the 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette') had strongly 
urged the investigation, made uncompli­ 
mentary allusions to the Republicans wbo 
voted against the investigation. The feel­ 
ing against him on the part of the Senators 
who fell under his displeasure at that time 
is very bitter, and one of them is reported 
to have said to President Harrisoa this 
morning that Halstead could not be con - 
tirmed, and that the Senators whom he had 
criticised would not vote for him. 
The motion to reconsider was pending 
when the Senate adjourned. The vote 
upon confirmation was tallen before there 
were any speeches made. 
During the debate extracts from Hal­ 
stead s paper were read, in which he abused 
those members of the Senate who voted 
against the investigation. He printed their 
names in a black-list, and referred to it in 
these terms r “ To classify the list in a sin­ 
gle sentence, it is made up of millionaires, 
servants ot corporations, Logan men and 
corruptionists. There was not a vote cast 
that was actuated by the slightest regard 
for the honor of the Senate nor of the 
purity of politics.” 


BA BE-FACED FRAUD.

How tho G overnm ent W as (swindled on 
the W ashington A queduct. 
W ashin gto n, March 28th.—In the Ly- 
decker court-martial to-day Robert Condon 
testified how the aqueduct work was 
hurried alone hy order of his employer, 
which accounted for its had quality in 
many cases. 
Thomas Davis, a stonemason, told how 
nice little bnlkheads were built to conceal 
bad wcrk, and how the guide always gave 
warning of the approach of Lieutenant 
Townsend or Colonel Kiriin. If Major 
Lydtcker had visited the tunnel daily the 
men could not have done half as mucli bad 
work as they did. 
Thomas O'Brien, sub-inspector, testified 
that he had received $1 a day extra pay 
from the contractors, in addition to his 
salary from the Government. He figured 
on the pay-rolls under a fictitious name. 
Major Lydecker did not go through the 
tunnel while witness was there. 


A R esolution A dopted to A llow Senator 
Vance a Clerk. 
W ash in g to n, March 28th.—In the Senate 
to-day Sherman offered a resolution (which 
went over) for the appointment of a com­ 
mittee to wait upon the President and in­ 
quire if he has any other business to lay 
belore (he Senate. 
Cockrell, from the select committee to 
inquire into the methods of the business 
in the Executive L>epartment, made a final 
report and made a statement in regard to 
the condition of the business in some 
branches of the public service. 
At the close of Cockrell’s remarks, the 
Vice-Presideut said that the report would 
be laid on the table and printed. Objec­ 
tion is made to this going on record as a 
precedent for the transaction of regular 
business at a called session. 
Cockrell explained that the regular ses­ 
sion had given permission for the presenta­ 
tion of this report at a called session, and 
this obviated objection. 
Call offered a resolution (laid on the 
table for the present) relating to the organ­ 
ization of'committees. 
The Senate then proceeded to executive 
business. 
When the Senate was sitting with cioeed 
doors the resolution allowing a clerk for 
Senator Vance was reported from the Com­ 
mittee on Contingent Expenses and 
adopted. 
Erarte. from the Library Committee, re­ 
ported a preamble and resolution which 
was adopted, that the Senate accept the in­ 
vitation of the committee having in charge 
the Centennial Inauguration of George 
Washington, to participate in the celebra­ 
tion, and that a committee be appointed to 
represent the Senate. 
Halstead's nom ination rejected. 
W a sh in g to n, March 28th.—The execu­ 
tive session of the Senate lasted between 
two and three hours this afternoon, and 
was confined largely to a discussion of the 
nomination of Murat Halstead to be Minis­ 
ter to Germany. Before tlmt came up, the 
nominations of John C. New to he Consul- 
General to London and L«>uis W dfley to be ! 
Governor of Ariz ina, which were pending, 
were confirmed. 
The final attempt of the opposition to 
defeat New's confirmation was based upon 
the assertion that his paper, the Indianap­ 
olis Jmrnal, had published articles reflect* 
ing upon the private character of President 
Cleveland. This charge was watnuly de­ 
nied by Senator Voorbees of Indiana, and 
’ the nomination was confirmed. 
The Committee on Foreir.n Relations

t! ¡se of those not born deaf mutes, to lie 
ti.e prevalence ofy cerebro-spinal menin- 
giiis. 
The assuihnce is given, however, 
th at the indications are that this latter 
cause is not to continue. 
The scientists 
tc 11 us, also, that if the practice of inter­ 
m arriage of deaf mutes continues, it will 
not lie long before we will have a large 
class, constituting a variety of the human 
race, that will he deaf and dumb. 
T his is 
fcy no means comforting, and suggests the 
t imight that this interm arrying may be 
|>r. idhited, on the ground that it results 
in the abnormal increase of a dependent 
cla-s th at the community is taxed to sup­ 
port. 
.Some idea of the increase of these 
infirm people may be gained by the state­ 
ment that whereas in 1880, when we had 
511-00,000 population, there were in the 
Udt.iii nearly 34,(HH) of these alllicted peo- 
p ’. . in 1850, when we had but 23,000,000 
of 
population, we had hut 9,803 deaf 
mutes. 
.So the increase in that period was 
greatly out of proportion to the increase 
of the whole population, for in 1850 we 
had hut one of these dependents to everv 
2.1 -u of the people, w hile iu 1880 we 
found we had one to every 1,470, in round 
numbers. 
These figures are sufficiently 
startling, we repeat, to give force to the 
thought that the interm arriage of deaf 
m utes should he forbidden.

THE DEAD LINE. 


M ore B ills W ill R eceive th e Gov­ 
e rn o r’s S ig n a tu re 
j Deputy Secretary of State Davidson sat 
iilem ly puffing a cigar in U s office in the 
Capitol last night, with only the rays of a 
■mall gas jet, half lighted, to brighten the 
■arkness, while, on the contrary, Private 
Secretary Boruck had the Governor’s office 
irilliantly illum inated, and the gas was 
dazing in every chandelier. A R ecobd- 


kion reporter silently opened the door of 
e Governor's office, and walking to the 
rivate office, found Mr. Boruck busily en- 
[aeed in w riting a dispatch. 
“ Any news ?" was the query. 
“ Yes,” said the Secretary. -:sit down and 
will tell you all we have. You have pub- 
shed, of course, that the Governor ha-* 
gned Senate Bills 251, 362 and 667 at.d 
bstitute for Assembly Bill 2o8. 
The 
refers to the paying " of the claim of 
oseph N. Yerra, for ex’.ra w„rk for the 
Itate. The second is in reference to in­ 
easing the num ber and the wages of gar- 
leaers of the Siate Capitol $15 per m onth. 
Senate Bill 667 is tor the building of a 
vauit in the basement of theS ta e Capitol, 
for the archives of the State, and also ibe 
Hqioiot.ng ot a keeper, and the last-named 
biu is to provide for a Recording Clerk in 
the-Secretary of State's office. 
“ You are aware, 
said the Secretary, 
“ that these b:l!s have been signed, but 
there is something more than the signature 
of tne bills 
The Constitution provides 
that the Secretary o! Stale shall receive 
and receipt for every bill that becomes a 
law by the signature of the Governor prior 
or up to the hour of 12 o'clock to-night, or 
the bill dies. 
W hether signed or not, 
previous to that time, it must lie in the 
office of the Secretary of State aud be a 
Dart of the archives o f the Slate, or it fails. 
Now, the question is. Have these bilis 
been received here, and been tiled in the 
Secretary of State’s office?’ This is what 
is worrying everybody, and not one of 
them know where these bill-» are at this 
moment, but let me tell you frankly that 
I HAVE THEM, 
And have had them since iast Tuesday, 
bu' it didn't m atter w hether I told any­ 
body or not. so long as I got them in on 
time, and they are in the Secretary of 
States office now. and he will comply 
with ail the requirements of the law before 
the fatal hour.’ 
Ever since the Governor signed the above 
bills, and particularly 362 and 288, there 
has been a continual worrying on the part 
uf the interested parties, aud for the last 
three or four days all the employes of the 
Governor's office were overwhelmed with 
such inquiries as ” For heaven's sake, 
haven't tnose bills come yet ‘ 
What does 
the Governor mean, any wav ?” To all 
these the Private Secretary shrugged his 
shoulders aud would meekly reply, “ L it a 
hope till the last hour," while in .reality he 
had them all the tim e 
‘ in his inside 
pocket, don't you see ?” 
" I just let them 
sweat for a while,” said theSecretary. •• It 
didn't do any harm, and it wili be relished 
bever. They re all r ght though, now " 
So concluded the signing of bills. In a 
dispatch to the Governor yesterday evening 
Mr Boruck vaya: “ I rem ain here until the 
last minute, iu order to m ett the require­ 
m ents o the Cons:i’uiiou aud to take cog­ 
nizance of any bibs that m ight have re­ 
ceived v u- signature ; but. aside from the 
four bil s y u fo-warded me on M icday, 
none cam--, and I can assure you I took 
ieav of tin- nc ion oi :h - Legislature with 
exqui ite pleasure and inexpres-.ible feel­ 
ings of «i.s 1 r e tran lailtiiy au i peace.

GO-AS-YOU-PLEASE MEN. 


A rrival of the Cracks o i the C inder-Path 
—R ecords o f the Alen. 
A rather quiet quartet, accompanied by 
F rank H all, consisting of Bobby W ini, 
Tom H ow arth. E. C. Moore and Jerry Tay­ 
lor, arrived here yesterday from San F ran­ 
cisco. H all is the manager who was re­ 
cently at the head of the great Eastern 
go-as-yon-please matches, and who came 
to this coast and conducted the recent six- 
day race at the Mechanics' Pavilion, in 
which H art was the winner. 
H all’s companions, a jovial set, are all 
pedestrians ot note, who will soon be jo in td 
by others from the city and a num ber who 
have been prom inent in the past few 
m onths before the eyes of the sporting 
world. They have been training since the 
last race at Central Park at the rooms of the 
California A thletic Club, which were gra­ 
ciously oflered to them by the Directors. To 
give a fair idea of the merits of the pedes­ 
trians, the following brief sketches of their 
careers are appended. 
Among those who 
will start in "the four hours per night go- 
as-you-please race at the Old Pavilion on 
April 2d, and continuing each evening dur­ 
ing the week ending on Sunday evening, 
A pril 7th, is Bobby Vint, the Brooklyn 
shoemaker, who is 41 years of age. 
He’ is 
a native of Ireland, but has been in Am er­ 
ica since his youth. H e started early as a 
pedestrian, and has about one hundred 
races to his record. The largest am ount he 
ever took out of any one contest was $11,­ 
000, in 1881, when Littlewood, the cham ­ 
pion of the world, was defeated, Bobby 
covering 5,788 miles. 
V int weighs 120 
founds, and stands five feet three inches, 
n the recent big contest in the East, Vint 
began well enough, but was obliged to 
quit on Wednesday night, owing to an un­ 
fortunate accident. 
* I guess I m ust have cleared $150 000 in 
all my career as a pedestrian,” Bobby 
stated, “ but I have let nearly every dollar 
slip away from me. 
In the past three 
m onths I have covered over 1 678 miles in 
w alking matches. The first six-day race I 
entered I covered 450 miles. The next wss 
a little better, I covered 550 miles, and in 
the third I made 578$. All these matches 
were in 1881. I won the O'Learv belt with 
my best record, and the Police Gazette belt 
I captured in 1887, with 532 miles.” 
Thomas Howarth, of Lancashire. Eng­ 
land, is 29 years old, and has been in the 
business ever since he was 12 years of age. 
At that age he ran a mile under six m in­ 
utes. H e has not been long in the pro 
tracted races of the present times. H is tiist 
race was in May, 1887, doing 346 miles in 
three days, when he dropped out 
He 
won a twenty-four hour race in New 
York that same year, covering 134 miles. 
He ran second to Frank Harr, the colored 
man, in Connecticut in 1888, losing by 
a mile. H e said last n ig h t; “ I broke the 
American recordfor 25 miles—two hours 
and 41 m inutes—in 1887, in Pliildelphia, 
aud in 1886, 50 miles in 6 hours aud 21 
minutes. 
I did 10 miles in 56 m inutes, 20 
miles in two hours in Philadelphia at John 
Chark's park, 33 miles in four hours in 
Massachusetts, 58 miles iu eight hours in 
the same place, and 76 miles in 12 hours iu 
Lawrence, Mass.: a mile race in 4:32 against 
A lexander Miller, the chaniFiiOD, and de­ 
feated him , and four miles iu 21:28 in 
Manly Park, Lancashire, England, jum p­ 
ing over 80 hurdles three foot six.” 
E. C. Moore, whose proper name is A. 
Culbertson, was a former employe of the 
Standard Oil Company. He was born in 
Philadelphia, and is 29 years of age. 
In 
his first race in 1881 he covered 536 miles, 
and was beaten by “ P rin ce'’ Albert, who 
then made the record of 621 miles, 
iu the 
last m atch in which he entered he covered 
534 miles. This is the race in which Lit­ 
tlewood carried off the honors with 633 
miles. 
Jerry Taylor was born in Buffalo, X. Y., 
in 1856, September 15tu. served hia time as 
carpenter and joiner in Chicago, III. from 
which place he went to Port Huron. Mich.; 
ran 100 yards against Charles Zevatis. beat­ 
ing him by one yard. From there he w int 
to Petrolia, Canada aud ran five short dis­ 
tance races in one week, winning ail of 
them ; also running one Albert Kelly ten 
miles ior $1.600, beating him in 57 minutes 
and 33 seconds; also ran D J. Ross in same 
town five miles, beating him for a purse of 
$200 and gate receipts. He next ran a col­ 
ored man by the nam e of Fowler, who 
traveled with the Georgia Minstrels, a 
three-mile race for $100 a side and gate re­ 
ceipts. winning in 16 minutes and 21 sec 
onas ; also ran Tom Ficholson. of L ndon, 
Ontario, eight-mile race, gerting beat 107 
yards, in matched race for $2.000 a side; 
time. 41 minutes, 20 seconds. From there 
he went to W innipeg. Manitoba, and took 
part in several long dis'ance races there, 
running one Koqtnai Indian there in 1884 
for a purse of $200, the distance being three 
miles, beating him in 16 minutes and 10 
seconds.

The Jury Return a V rnllct of Not Guilty 
— K W itness Fined, 
The case of the People against Charles 
Abie, an ex-policeman of this city, charged

Parsons, Mr. 
Rosenfeld. and D. J. Long testified for the 
other side. The testimony of the latter 
three went to prove the reputation of the 
defendant for honesty. Able made a state­ 
ment to the effect that while on his beat 
near Tenth and K streets he noticed a man 
lying; on the steps of Turner H all, H e 
struck a match, looked at the m an and 
found that he knew him. Officer K nott, a 
special, was with him at the lime, and he 
instructed the officer to take Voorhies to 
tbe Station-house until he would sober up 
and then he (Able) would take the man 
home.

A R eoord-U n io n reporter took passage 
on th e steam er A pache, w hich pulled out 
from her land in g at th e foot of K street 
yesterday m o rn in g at 10:15, and started for 
San Francisco. 
She had a large q u an tity 
o f freight, principally produce, and abont 
forty 
passengers. 
T he river was quite 
high, m ark in g 24 feet 3 inches at th e gauge 
a t th e foot of K street, and the current was 
strong. 
By invitation of Captain Ferris, th e re­ 
porter occupied a seat in the pilot-house, 
from w hich an excellent o p portunity was 
afforded to'get a full view of the su rro u n d ­ 
ing country on both sides of th e riv er as 
far back as the eye could reach. 
T he day 
w as w arm , clear and pleasant, and w ith 
th e aid of a pair of field-glasses ao d the 
inform ation obtained from th e pilots, w ho 
have been navigating tne river for a q u ar­ 
ter of a century, th e trip was both in te r­ 
esting and instructive. 
T he river for several m iles below the city 
is higher th an the surrounding country, 
bu t is kept w ithin its channel by high and 
substantial levees. 
T he levees on both 
sides are sow n to alfalfa, w hich everyw here 
is m ore th an a foot in height, and its bright 
green color, and th at of the w illow s grow ­ 
ing at th eir base w hich are just p u ttin g 
forth their leaves, add m uch to th e beauty 
and picturisquesness of th e scene. 
The ¡sacram ento is a very crooked river, 
and iu w inding around th e m any bends a 
person not used to such a trip gets com ­ 
pletely Turned around and loses th e points 
of th e compass. 
Som e five m iles below the 
city, w hen the steam er was plow ing along 
at th e rate c f fifteen m iles an h o u r and the 
reporter supposed he was going directly 
south, he was surprised w hen th e dom e of 
the Capitol loom ed up alm ost in front of 
him . 
A person has no idea of th e valuable 
farm s and fruit orchards south o f th is city 
until he takes a ride on one of these river 
steam ers. 
By th e w ay, th is is an excellent 
trip for parties going to th e Bay, especially 
during the tim e of high w ater’ and in the 
spring w hen all n atu re is beautiful. 
The 
accom m odations on the A pache and Modoc 
are all th a t could be desired. 
T h eir ladies' 
parlors are elegantly furnished, as are also 
the stateroom s. 
T he m eals are gotten up 
in m ost excellent style, th e officers are 
kind, attentive and obliging, an d th e entire 
trin is m ade by daylight, leaving Sacra­ 
m ento at 10 a. m. and arriving at San 
Francisco at 7 p. m. 
T he A pache and M odoc are alm ost new 
boats, m ade to 
carry several 
h u n d red 
tons of freight, and th eir cabins are fitted 
up especially for river travel. 
T he first place th at attracts one’s a tten ­ 
tion after leaving th e city is th e hop and 
fruit ranch of R. J . M erkly. 
It is well 
im proved, and the residence and other 
buildings are indicative of th e com fort and 
prosperity of th e ow ner. 
F rom th e pilot 
house one looks dow n upon all the farm s 
along th e R iverside road as well as upon 
those of equal value and beauty upon the 
Yolo side. 
T he San Joaquin C om pany’s brick kilns, 
of a late pattern, an d w hich w ere fully de­ 
scribed in the R e c o rd -U n io n about a year 
ago, are five m iles below th e city, ju st be­ 
yond th e term inus of the R iverside road. 
H ere brick are m ade by th e new process, 
and they w ere loading a barge for San 
Francisco yesterday as th e steam er passed 
them . 
O pposite these brickyards on the 
Y olo side the back-w ater com es u p and 
covers all th e back land, leaving only a 
narrow strip along th e river front, upon 
w hich th e tarru houses are all built.

back-w altr is very shallow , has come up 
w ith in th e past few days, and will recede 
as th e river falls. 
On the Y olo side, all the 
way dow n to C larksburg, the residents, 
w ith few exceptions, are Portuguese. 
The 
m en are m ostly fisherm en, w ho also have 
sm all orchards, clover fields, sm all dairies, 
and engage to som e extent in poultry- 
raising. 
They seem to be happy, n o tw ith ­ 
standing 
th e 
encroaching 
waters, 
and 
everyw here w ave th eir hats and h an d k er­ 
chiefs to th e passing steam er. 
A t one place a farm er was noticed d riv ­ 
ing a herd of cattle through a body of w ater 
som e four feet deep, to get them in to an 
alfalfa field on higher ground. 
A bout six m iles below the city, on the 
Y olo side, we come to the Lisbon District. 
H ere 7,000 acres are inclosed w ithin a 
levee capable of resisting the highest floods, 
and it is all under the highest state of culti­ 
vation. 
No finer body of land of equal 
extent can be found in any portion of the 
State, and it at once settles the question, 
Is reclam ation a success:’ 
It cost m any 
thousands of dollars, yet the land, after its 
reclam ation is w orth over a m illion of 
dollars. 
Ju st opposite to the Lisbon Dis­ 
trict we passed a sm all steam er containing 
six m en. in the uniform of the English 
navy. 
She carried the B ritish flag, and 
evidently belonged to one of H er M ajesty's 
w ar vessels now stationed at San F ra n ­ 
cisco. 
W e arrived at C larksburg, th e first stop- 
ping-place. at 11:30 o'clock. 
H ere a c t’Uple 
of ladies took passage for the bay, and the 
boat took on a large num ber of salm on. 
C larksburg is a sm all place, containing a 
store, saloon, hotel, and about a dozen neat 
residences. 
It is surrounded by orchards, 
and is quite a fruit-shipping point during 
th esu m ’m er m onths. T h eriv er was sohigh 
at this point th at it was even w ith the top 
of the w harf, and the freight th at was u n ­ 
loaded was slid dow n an incline from the 
boat. 
O ne of th e finest orchards in this 
locality is th a t belonging to the late Judge 
Robert C lark. 
A t this point there is a 
ferry th at is m uch used. 
Opposite C larksburg on th e Sacram ento 
side is the beginning of w hat is called th e 
‘•Thirty-m ile of O rchard," and w hich, be­ 
yond any question, is th e garden spot of 
the State. 
T he trees are all in full bloom, 
and furnish a floral 
spectacle of rare 
beauty. 
V iew ing them from a distance 
they look like huge beds of flowers th o u ­ 
sands of acres in ex ten t—th e pear and 
cherry w hite and th e peach pink form ing 
a beautiful contrast w ith the em erald of the 
rounded alfalfa-covered levees. 
A m ong th e first ot these orchards is that 
of W illiam Johnston, of R ichland. 
It is a 
place of considerable extent, well 
im ­ 
proved aud highly cultivated, and his pa­ 
latial residence, in finish and architectural 
design, is equal to any to be found in Sac­ 
ram ento. 
T hat of his son, a q uarter of a 
tuiie below, is also a handsom e dw elling, 
built near the river bank. 
M r. Johnston 
has a large steam pum p in th e rear of his 
place, an d th at was at w ork yesterday dis­ 
posing of th e sipage water. 
D w ight H ollister’s place, a short distance 
below, is also a w ell-im proved larm , w ith 
an extensive and profitable orchard and a 
residence equal in beauty to any on H 
street in this city. 
H e is a m odel farm er, 
who has grow n rich in th e fruit business. 
O pposite M r. H ollister, on th e Y olo side, 
is the fruit ranch and dairy farm of J. B. 
G reen. I t is one of th e m ost valuable 
ranches on th e river, an d yields a h a n d ­ 
som e revenue an n u ally . Ju st south of M r. 
H ollister. 00 th e Sacram ento side of the 
river, is Mr. G reen's fruit-dryer an d w are­ 
house. 
H is son, w ho ru n s th e dryer, is 
quite a genius, and although reared on a 
tarm and know ing nothing o f m echanics, 
he has constructed a little steam launch 
w hich is th e pride of th e river and w hich 
in a race w ith th e G overnor S tonem au left 
the latter far to the rear. 
W hat has been said o f Jo h n sto n 's and 
H ollister's fruit ranches will apply w ith 
equal fores to th at of Sol. R unyon, another 
m an w ho located there in th e early days, 
becam e possessed of a large tract of laud 
and hss grow n opulent in th e fruit busi­ 
ness. 
H e lives in a palace, like a King, 
and is know n throughout that entire sec 
tion as one of th e m ost liberal-hearted and 
generous m en upon the river. 
T he next stopping place was at Court- 
laud, ou th e Sacram ento side, ju st above 
the bead of S u t'e r Island. 
T his is a sm all 
village iu th e m idst of a prosperous fruit 
section and a heavy shipping point at all 
seasons of th e year. 
It coutains a hotel, 
store. W ells. Fargo & Co.'s express, tele­ 
graph office, and postoffice. 
J W. H ous­ 
ton. ex-County Assessor, ia tne live m an of 
the plac-— tills all th e offices and does 
uearty aii the business of th e tow n. 
8ev- 
era! passengers got off here and as m any 
m ore got on. 
T he steam er was delayed 
som e tw enty m inutes in discharging and 
taking on freight. 
One of the finest estates on th e river is 
th at ot Mrs. K ercuival, at the upper end of 
G rand Island. She has three extensive and 
w ell-im proved fruit farm s, on which has 
lately been erected magnificent and costly 
residences, facing the river and surrounded 
by flowers aod tropical plants in grounds 
laid out by gardeners skilled in that busi­ 
ness. 
Ju st south of Mrs. Kerchivala farm is 


th at of E . P . Ficg. one of th e finest upon 
th e river. 
As we passed a little old yeliow house on 
G rand Island, C aptain F erris pointed to it, 
saying: “ T here was w here T allis lived 
and UDiier th at sycam ore ju st beyond th e 
house w as w here he was m urdered by E d ­ 
w ard A nde son an d T om Law ton on A u ­ 
gust 2 , 1S78, an d for w hich Troy Dye and 
E dw ard A nderson w ere executed in the 
C ourt-j ard at Sacram ento. M ay 29,1879.’’ 
T he n ex t stopping place was W aln u t 
Grove, w hich is a village of som e 500 in ­ 
habitants, has hotel, stores, post an d ex­ 
press offices. 
H ere th e boat left a lot of 
freight, and took on 300 sacks of beans, 
quite a n u m b er of salm on and th ree large 
sturgeon. 
Ju st below W aln u t Grove 
G eorgiana 
slough com m ences, w hich together w ith 
Old river form s A ndrus Island. 
T his to­ 
day is th e finest island in th e Sacram ento 
river, being entirely free from w ater so far 
as th e eye could see, w ell im proved and in 
a high state of cultivation. 
T he principal 
farm ers along th e river on this island are Sol 
R unyon, P leasant Crew, S. Buck. J. S. Fos­ 
ter, M rs. T hisby, J . S m ith, G. A . K nott, C. P . 
H ensley, C. C. P e rk in s and W illiam W il­ 
cox. 
On the opposite side of th e river is 
G rand island, w hich is partially flooded 
from Steam boat slough. 
T h e W illiam s 
estate ow ns som e 11.000 acres out of the 
15,000 on th is island. 
It is one of the finest 
pieces of sw am p land in th e State, and can 
be easily reclaim ed. T he articles 01 agree­ 
m ent have already been signed for the 
building of th e proper levees, and by 
A ugust n ex t the entire island w ill be re­ 
claim ed. 
T he principal farm ers on the 
island south of W alnut Grove on O ld river 
are M. M adge, C. E . H ansen, Joseph A lbert, 
D ennis Leary, F . Peter, D. Cordoza, J. 
K ennedy, J. F . and T. W. Sheehan and 
Jo h n S m ith. 
Several of the farm ers on 
G iand island have filled in the back land 
in som e cases to a depth of several feet by 
cutting the levee in flood tim es w hen the 
w ater is freighted w ith debris. 
T ne 
beet-suear 
factory 
on 
A ndrus 
Island is a fine-looking building, filled w ith 
th e best m achinery, but so far it has proved 
a failure. 
T hey tried beets and tailed, 
w aterm elons and failed, sugar cane and 
failed. 
It is said th at Claus Spreckels is 
talking of tak in g hold of it, and if he does 
there is n o doubt but th at he w ill m ake of 
it a success. 
An evidence o f prosperity aii along the 
river from this city to th e low er end of 
A ndrus Island is th e m an y new and ele­ 
gant buildings th at have gone up during 
th e past year. 
At 1:45 o'clock the steam er stopped at 
Isleton, th e only tow n on A ndrus Island. 
It presents a neat appearance, has stores, 
saloons, hotel and public school building, 
and a good w harf. 
O ne of th e finest farm s 
on the river is th a t o f H a rt F . S m ith, ju st 
south of town. 
T he n ext stopping-place ws3 R io Vista, 
in Solano county*. 
H ere we found a beau­ 
tiful little tow n b u ilt a t th e foot of the 
M ontezum a H ills. 
T he first tow n was 
b u ilt at the confluence of th e old river and 
Steam boat Slougb, b ut th e high w ater of 
1862 com pletely destroyed it, leaving but 
one or tw o b u ild in g s standing. 
T he en ter­ 
p risin g people 
then 
m oved southw ard 
about half a m ile and located on elevated 
ground, som ething like Benicia. 
H ere is 
found a fine convent building, three large 
churches, several hotels, one very large 
one, and a n um ber of elegant residences. 
In th is portion of th e river we began to 
m eet w ith sailing vessels, and passed sev­ 
eral schooners loaded w ith hay, potatoes 
and other produce. 
W e next cam e to Sherm an Island. 
T his 
was one o f th e first islands reclaim ed, and 
a few years ago was a perfect garden spot. 
In 1878. th e island, w hich is of a peaty 
form ation, caught 
fire an a burned for 
m onths. 
T he sm oke was so dense that 
vessels found difficulty in navigating both 
the Sacram ento and 
San Jo aq u in . 
It 
burned out in som e places to a depth of 15 
and 20 ieet, and the island to-day is en ­ 
tirely subm erged. 
No one lives upon it at 
all, except a few fisherm en, w hose floating 
houses are tied upon w hat was once a levee. 
T he tow n of E m m atow n is no m ore. 
T he 
residences are abandoned, the w harf and 
w arehouses dilapidated and unused, w hile 
th e w ater stands u p to the w indow s in the 
school-house. 
It is a scene of desolation. 
O pposite to Sherm an Island, on th e S o­ 
lano side of th e river, is one ot the finest 
farm s in th e State, belonging to th e estate 
of th e late Dr. T oiand. 
It contains 19.OJ0 
acres, an d consists of m eadow and upland. 
T he low lands are lu x u ria n t in alfalfa, the 
uplands green w ith grain interspersed w ith 
various colored flora 
H ere are to be seen 
droves of horses and herds of cattle and 
sheep. 
C ollinsville is at th e junction of the San 
Joaquin aud Sacram ento rivers and at the 
head of Suisun B ay. 
A t one tim e salrnon- 
canning was an im portant ind u stry , b u t th e 
establishm ent .closed u p som e years ago. 
B ut little business is done here, th e in h a b ­ 
itants generally being engaged in fishing. 
A large qu an tity of salm on was taken in 
here, and th en th e A pache steam ed on 
dow n Suisun Bay, passing A ntioch. P itts­ 
burg and Black ’ D iam ond on the Con­ 
tra Costa side. 
To give som e idea of the im m ense busi­ 
ness done in fruit on th e Sacram ento d u r­ 
ing th e sum m er m ouths, it is only neces­ 
sary to say th a t the follow ing steam ers 
during th at season do nothing but handle 
fru it: T he A urora. Pride of the R iver. So­ 
nom a, Confidence, R elief and O nw ard. 
In 
addition to those steam ers th e A pache and 
Modoc handle hundreds of tons, as do also 
th e steam ers belonging to th e San Joaquin 
Com pany. 
In passing C hipp's Island the Captain 
pointed out a large cannery th a t was en­ 
gaged in p utting up fruit and salm ou. 
Suisun Bay is rapidly shoaling from the 
effect of m ining debris. 
Y ears ago there 
were fathom s of w ater all around Seal 
Island, and vessels at low tide conld go to 
the shore at any point. 
Now at low tide it 
is n o thing but m ud flats for h a lf a m ile. 
A new light-nou9e is to be pu t up at 
B um P oint, 011 R ay's Island. 
A t 4:45 we 
arrived at Benicia. 
T he reporter boarded 
th e train for this city, arriving here at 7 
o'ciock, having had a ride of 100 m iles by 
w ater and 80 by rail and an enjoyable an a 
interesting trip. 


L ast N ight's D rill. 
C om panits E and G, F irst A rtillery, were 
p u t through som e battalion evolutions last 
evening by Colonel G uthrie. 
C aptains

President of the Southern Pacific, why the 
new issue of stock was to be made. “ The 
Northern Railroad of California,” he re- 
filied, “ has purchased a number of lesser 
ines in the State. They will be paid for 
with the stock of the Northern Railroad, 
which in turn will be reimbursed by stock 
of the Southern Pacific.” 
“ Does the Southern Pacific contemplate 
buying any railroads in Mexico 7” was 
asked.
